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TO THE CITIZENS 
OF STRAFFORD COUNTY: 


In accordance with Chapter 41 of the Public Laws 
of the State of New Hampshire, the Commissioners of 
Strafford County herewith present the annual reports 
of the County Commissioners, County Treasurer, Clerk 
of Superior Court, Sheriff, Solicitor, Superintendent of 
the County Home and House of Correction, Farm Phy- 
sician, Farm Chaplain and Auditors for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1937. 


The County Home continues under the efficient 
management of Mr. and Mrs. Edgar J. Ham, Superin- 
tendent and Matron. The average cost per capita for 
all inmates has been $5.04, a very low figure considering 
higher costs of supplies during 1937. In 1937 the com- 
bined population of the Home and House of Correction 
has been greater than at any time during recent years, 
which has increased the expense of this department 
considerably. We feel that the.results testify to the 
economical and humane management of the institution. 


We wish to express our appreciation of the fine 
service given by the Chaplain, Physician and all con- 
nected with the Home. 


During 1937 the County has been reimbursed 
the State on Direct Relief payments as follows: 


For November and December, 1936, 50% 
For January, February, March, April, 3313 % 
For May, June, July, August, none 
For September and October, 20% 


It is quite obvious from the above figures that it 
has been impossible to estimate in advance the actual 
burden of direct relief falling upon the County. 
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For 1938 we expected to be reimbursed by the 
State at the rate of twenty percent for expenditures 
made to June first, but we are informed that the State 
fund will probably be exhausted by April, after which 
time we shall no longer receive any reimbursement 
whatever. In view of this fact and the prevailing unem- 
ployment we cannot have serious hopes for lessened re- 
lief expenditures in 1938. The question of how much 
the new settlement law may increase the County relief 
load is still in doubt. 


The Commissioners are gratified to note according 
to the monthly reports furnished by the State Board of 
Welfare and Relief, that Strafford County expenditures 
for direct relief have been consistently lower per capita 
during 1937 than the expenditures of most other coun- 
ties. 


The appropriation for Old Age Assistance in 1937 
proved entirely insufficient to meet the expense. Since 
the number of persons receiving Old Age Assistance 
is slowly but constantly increasing we may anticipate 
larger expenses for this item during the coming year. 


We wish to call attention to our new schedules 
included in the Report. We have tried to break down 
the expenditures under various items in order to give 
the people a better understanding of what their money 

‘is spent for. We trust that this method of presenting 
the figures will meet with general approval. 


We take this opportunity to recommend to the 
County Delegation that steps should be taken leading 
to the sale or other disposal of the Old Jail building 
located on Washington Street in Dover. This building 
is not in good repair and will soon require a consider- 
able outlay of money if it continues to be rented. It 
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produces little or no net return at present and we feel 
that it should be sold. 


We wish to thank all City, Town, and County offi- 
cials for the assistance and cooperation that they have 
given us.

I herewith submit my report for the year ending 
December 31, 19387. 

I am pleased to be able to say that the credit of 
Strafford County remains good and that we have been 
able to borrow money in anticipation of tax receipts 
at very low interest rates during the past year. 

In pursuance of a vote of the Delegation $30,000.00 
of 134.% Serial Notes were issued in September to pay 
temporary loans carried over from 1936. These notes 
are payable in the amount of $10,000.00 in 1938, 1939 
and 1940. 
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We shall be obliged to pay our 1937 current deficit 
of $11,421.71 out of 1938 appropriations. While this 
deficit is small compared with the 1936 deficit of nearly 
$40,000.00 it is obvious that the annual recurrence of 
such deficits should be avoided. However, in spite of 
heavy relief expenditures and inadequate appropria- 
tions for 1937 the net debt of the County has been re- 
duced $8,532.63 during the past year. 

I wish to take this opportunity to express my 
grateful appreciation to Miss Theresa Carrier for her 
constant cooperation and competent assistance.
